emning or opacity oi tlie cornea or window— that there are 
certuin affection* of the eye that will not be affected at all by 
his medicines —that there are a third class of diseases ot the 
eye tint v. ¡11 he essentially injured tinder Ids treatment— and 
that Air Williams h is not sufficient knowledge of the anatomy 
and phy-iology oi these delicate organs, nor o f the disease« to 
which lhey are subject, to enable him todiscriniirmtc between 
the cases that might he benefit ted or injured by his applica­ 
tion* ; and that therefore it is unsafe for our friends to repose 
confidence in Ins judgment.
